During the Reagan years, newcomers were drawn to — 
Northampton by promises of gold in the streets, a healthy life for 
themselves and a real estate market modeled on the game of 
Monopoly. Jettisoned from thecrime, dirt, fearand bad influences 
of the metropolitan blight where they had grown up, many 
immigrants to the Valley landed on Graves. The sight of Joe’s 
Cafe guarding this portal of possibilities signaled the beginning of 
anew life in America, and was as inspiring to these expatriates as 
the Statue of Liberty had been to previous generations of refugees. 

These days, a lifetime later if you count in real estate- 
agent years, it’s not unusual to see cars plastered with Hilltown 
dump stickers or Vermont vanity plates slowly cruise the “av- 
enue.” Inside, moms and dads point out landmarks of personal 
historical significance to their kids, who only see yucky windows, 
porches and backyards. 

Along with the urban fugitives came matriculated stu- 
dents, recent graduates, and mid-course dropouts from area 
schools. All realized the best education in the region could be had 
at the Valley’s equivalent of New York’s Lower East Side. 
Among therun-down dorms of Graves, the 6th College, they were 
offered the same existence that greeted the Europeans in NYC: a 
tenement look to alife lived in close proximity to many others, an 
acceptance of various lifestyles and little or no parking.
